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PREFACE 


IN  THE  YEAR  1910,  as  a  lad  of  seventeen,  I  first  visited  my  Great-Aunt  and 
Uncle,  Anna  Elliott  Cooper  and  James  W.  Cooper,  at  their  home  in  Welsh,  Louisiana; 
at  that  time  located  in  Calcasieu  Parish  (since  divided  to  form  Jefferson  Davis 
Parish).  Here  I  met  for  the  first  time,  my  first-cousin  once  removed,  Elizabeth 
Cooper,  then  twenty-eight  years  of  age,  and  employed  as  bookkeeper  in  the  local  bank. 
The  following  year,  1911,  I  once  again  visited  them  at  their  home  on  a  rice  farm  just 
outside  of  Welsh,  La. 

It  was  over  a  third  of  a  century  later,  in  the  year  1947,  that  I  next  saw  this 
cousin  (who  in  the  meantime  had  become  Elizabeth  Cooper  Justice),  when  she  visited 
our  home  near  Windfall,  Indiana.  On  this  occasion,  1  asked  her  if  she  knew  whether 
or  not  there  existed,  anywhere,  a  genealogy  of  the  Elliott  family.  She  told  me  that 
she  thought  her  second  cousin,  Dr.  Elliott  Reuben  King  (transposed  names  of  his 
maternal  grandfather),  of  Letts,  Iowa,  (son  of  Dr.  Elbridge  Harrison  King)  had  the 
information  I  was  seeking.

Through  sheer  procrastination,  to  which  I  must  confess,  I  too  long  delayed 
my  request,  and  learned  later  of  Dr.  Elliott  R,  King's  death  in  the  veterans  Hospital 
at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  January  18,  1951.  So  now  1  again  contacted  my  "Cousin  Lizzie" 
about  what  might  have  become  of  the  doctors  RECORDS.  She  referred  me  to  his  daughter, 
Lois  Armentrout,  residing  at  Crescent  and  Dee  Road,  Park  Ridge,  Illinois,  to  whom  I 
addressed  my  inquiry  late  in  1954,  She  answered  December  7,  1954,  informing  me  that 
her  uncle,  Colonel  Joseph  Choate  King  (youngest  brother  of  her  facher),  of  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  had  collected  quite  a  bit  of  the  family  history,  and  would  no  doubt 
be  glad  to  hear  from  me.  It  was  to  him,  Colonel  Joseph  C.  King,  that  I  wrote  March  7, 
1955.  Three  weeks  later,  March  27,  1955,  (one  day  before  my  birthday),  I  received 
by  registered  mail  an  interesting  letter  from  Colonel  King  (a  copy  of  which  appears 
on  the  next  page),  together  with  a  painstakingly  prepared  genealogical  manuscript, 
which  he  had  gratuitously  prepared  for  me,  and  which  constitutes  the  main  body  of  the 
genealogy. 

Part  of  the  text  has  been  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Elliott  family 
bible,  which  I  now  have  in  my  possession,  to  lessen  the  chance  of  error,  and  also  it 
has  been  supplemented,  in  some  instances,  by  information  drawn  from  the  clippings 
found  in  a  scrap  book  compiled  by  my  grandmother  Mary  Malsby  Elliott,  and  which  I 
also  cherish.  To  this  has  been  added  a  few  photographs  from  the  family  album,  and 
VII  th  and  VII  th  generation  records,  including  those  of  my  own  descendants  to  date 
(1961). 


I  cannot  pass  this  work  on  to  posterity  without  again  emphasizing  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  generation,  and  all  those  of  the  future,  into  whose  hands  it  may  fall,  the  great 
debt  of  gratitude  we  all  owe  to  Dr.  Elbridge  H.  King,  whose  careful  record  keeping 
and  consecration  to  a  "labor  of  love",  has  made  it  possible  for  generations  as  yet 
unborn  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  their  family  tree,  and  likewise  to  his  son,  Colonel 
Joseph  C.  King,  whose  faithful  preservation  of  his  father's  labours,  and  whose  own 
unselfish  and  generous  efforts  in  extending  their  scope,  has  so  greatly  added  to  the 
richness  of  life  for  those  who  cherish  their  family's  history.

His  great- 
great-great-great-grandfather,  Thomas  Milhous,  born 
in  1699,  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  came  to  this  country  in 
1729.  They  had  five  sons:  John,  James,  Thomas, 
Robert  and  William.  John  apparently  was  the  eldest. 

The  President  was  descended  from  William  Milhous, 
who  seems  to  have  been  the  youngest  son. 

Timahoe  in  County  Kildare  is  a  village  about  25  miles 
west  of  Dublin.  There  is  a  Quakers'  graveyard  there, 
although  the  former  meeting  house  has  disappeared.

pneumonia,  Caleb  Elliott,  «ged  55  years,  11  months  and  28  days. 


Caleb  Elliott,  son  of  George  and  Anna  Elliott,  was  born  in  Frederick  Co.,  Maryland, 

Oct.  22nd,  1828,  and  there  resided  during  his  youth  and  early  manhood.  In  the  spring  of 
1854  in  company  with  his  friend,  the  late  W.  R.  Childs,  he  came  to  Iowa,  and  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  years,  1872,  3,  and  4,  which  were  spent  in  Richmond,  Ind.,  the  remainder  of 
his  life  was  spent  in  and  around  West  Liberty.  He  was  married  Sept.  26th,  1867,  to  Mary 
Malsby  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  who  with,  one  son,  survives  him.  Two  daughters  fell  victims  to 
that  terrible  disease,  typhtheria,  in  the  fall  of  1879. 

Born  AND  RAISED  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  FRIENDS  (Hicksite),  he  was  a  firm  believer 
-  in  their  Unitarian  doctrine  of  the  "Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man."  He  was 
V,a  reader,  a  student,  a  thinker,  and  in  religious  belief  and  practise,  a  moralist.  How  to 
live  right,  was  to  his  mind  a  question  of  far  greater  interest  and  importance  than  any 
effort  to  pierce  the  veil  of  the  unknown  future,  "Whatever  the  future  may  have  in  store 
for  us,"  he  once  said  to  the  writer,  "I  am  satisfied  the  best  and  only  preparation  we  can 
make  is  to  live  pure,  true,  earnest,  loving  and  intelligent  lives  here." 

He  was  a  man  of  firm  and  strong  convictions,  not  aggressive  and  argumentative,  but 
earnest  and  consistent.  In  every  good  work,  he  was  hand  to  hand  and  heart  to  heart,  with 
every  other  worker  without  regard  to  sect  or  creed.  His  perceptions  of  right  and  wrong 
were  clear  and  distinct,  and  his  conscientious  following  of  those  perceptions  made  him 
loved,  honored  and  trusted  by  all  who  knew  him.  His  friendships  were  strong  and  deep,  and 
his  sorrow  at  the  loss  of  his  lifelong  friend  and  brother,  W.  R.  Childs,  who  passed  away 
just  three  months  before  him,  was  more  than  the  sorrow  of  a  brother,  as  his  friendship 
and  love  had  exceeded  that  of  a  brother.
